Ladysmith, Nov. 4.— (Shipping con- 
tinues steadily to increase in Ladysmith, 
tin: returns (or the past month of Oc- 
tober being better than previous months. 
Much of the trade that other ports 
ttloug the coast of this island received 
ha* been .secured by Ladysmith, which 
keeps the mines actively engaged every 
day. 

Vessels coaling hero during October 
totalled Kill, with tonnage amounting to 
in all 29,0(59. .Seventy-seven of this 
number were coastwise, witli a total ton- 
nage of 0,910, the remaining vessels 
being foreign with a tonnage of 20,05!). 
The total value of exports for the month 
of October was $707.94. The value of 
exports in July amounted to 8131,700; 
August, $243,858; September, 9147,532. 
Total. ,?522,51»0. So that it will be ob- 
served that the value of exports this 
past month far exceeds this total. The 
total tonnago last year amounted to 247,- 
240. That amount is greatly increased 
this year, as October month alone pro- 
duces over that total. Thirty -two sea- 
going vessels averages one a day, to say 
nothing of the coasting craft. 

It is very satisfactory to note this 
large increase in shipping, which has 
been steadily growing for the past five 
months, despite the fact that some of 
the Iargost vessels have been off the run 
for some time. The steamship Welling- 
ton is ngain running on her old course, 
and the big steamer Leclanaw .will take 
coal here regularly on her trips to north- 
ern ports. Added to thoso the steamers 
Titnnia and Wytield always carry a 
largo cargo, though not all from this 
rjort. 

The prospects for a very good winter's 
trade are exceedingly bright, and the 
coal which will be sont out during the 
next four months will greatly exceed 
previous shipmants. 

With 2,500 tons of coal aboard, tho 
Leelannw left for* Alaska last night. 
This is the first trip of trie big steamer 
to this port. She brings a cargo of ore 
on her return trip for Tacoma.

Up to quite recent 
years the prisoners were sent out to 
New Caledonia ami Guiana in sailing 
ships which had formerly been men-of- 
war.

Been Esteemed by Epicures.

Here is a typical insect menu, of 
which no one need be afraid to partake, 
since every item has been known and 
esteemed by insect eaters for gen era Hons 
past. It was served, not long ago, at 
the table of a rich London epicure, 
who is also an enthusiastic advocate of 
an i tweet nrin n dietary: 

Green Caterpillar Soup. 
Fried Locust with Woodlouse Sauce. 
Curried Cockchafers, 
Wasp Grubs Baked in the Comb. 
Stag Beetle Larvae on Toast. 
Sloths Itaked in Hatter. 

Deviled Wlrewonns. 
Grasshoppers "an gratia." 
The green caterpillars that compose 
the soup feed entirely upon vegetables, 
and mostly upon particular vegetables 
most relished by man, such as cabbages 
and lettuce. 

In appearance the soup itself is not 
unlike clear turtle, while its Uavor is 
delicious. 

The locusts, which constitute the sec- 
ond course, have, as every one is aware, 
been esteemed by gourmands the world 
over, a: d from the remotest antiquity. 
"Km ye the locust after his kind," was 
the Biblical injunction; and we know 
that John the Baptist is recorded as 
having lived for some considerable time 
upon "locusts and wild honey." 

There are, of course, many ways of 
preparing them. They can' be l'ried, 
after their legs and wings have been 
plucked off, which was, as a matter of 
fact, the process adopted in this par- 
ticular instance. Or they may lie pow- 
dered and baked Into cakes, or curried, 
■>■■■• belied, turmng red like lobsters in 
the process. 

The woodlouse sauce, if properly 
made with fresh butter, Hour, milk, pep- 
per and salt, will be found fully equal 
to shrimp, which it much resembles in 
taste. Indeed, the woodlouse, although 
lie lives on hind, is first cousin to that 
mneli-relished crustacean. 

Cockchafers, curried or otherwise, are 
delicious if selected of a serviceable 
size and plumpness. So, too, are their 
grubs, when full grown. They should 
then bo at least two inches in length

BRITISH COLUMBIA AT THE 
ROYAL HORTICULTURAL SO- 
CIETY EXHIBIT. 

One- of tho most gratifying things in 
connection with the fruit-growing indus- 
try in British Columbia hns been the 
appreciation of our fruit at the Royal 
Horticultural Society's show of fruit and 
flowers in England. The secretary, in 
a letter which has been addressed to n 
large number of the lending horticul- 
tural, agricultural and other papers in 
Great Britain, deals particularly with 
our cxldbit, arid in terms which cannot 
but draw especial attention to the capa- 
bilities of British Columbia from a 
horticultural point of view. In fact, the 
Agcnt-Geiiersi] states that lie has al- 
ready received a number of enquiries re- 
specting the Province by persons con- 
templating embarking in fruit-growing. 

Although the fruit was not displayed 
for tho immediate purpose of creating a 
trade so much as for advertising pur 
puses, yet the display was on a commer 
eial basis, that is to say, it was a com 
tnercinl exhibit, in part, demonstrating 
what is possible on commercial line 
The secretary, in the letter in question, 
speaking of tho exhibit, says : 

''This included a fino series of large

However, we have no quar- 
rel with' the public on account of its de- 
cision. The majority rules and there is 
the end of it. 

A good deal of comment lias ben 
hoard on the streets about n telegram 
published on Thursday afternoon in a 
Colonist extra stating that the Minister 
of Railways hnd been defeated in West- 
moreland. It is stated that the telegram 
was "faked" locally for the purpose of 
influencing the electors in Victoria who 
had not voted up to that time. We 
may say that the telegram in 
question was sent from Montreal 
to the editor, and contained the. first 
news of the results, including the return 
of Daniels for St. John. The other items 
were correct. Why such n statement 
should have beeu telegraphed we do not 
know. The source of information was a 
reliable one, and we assume such a re- 
port had been received at Montreal. Any 
one desiring to satisfy himself as to tho 
genuineness of the document may call 
at this Office. We trust that no one 
would regard the Colonist as guilty of 
•'faking" telegrams, or of purposely pub- 
lishing those it knew were unfounded 
for the purpose of influencing the elec- 
tors. 

Eighteen seats in Nova Scotia was 
unlooked for. Nova Scotia, however, 
was well nursed by Mr. Fielding. It 
could never hope to get such liberal 
treatment from any other government. 
Evidently Nova Scotia was not im- 
pressed with the danger of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific contributing to the build- 
ing up of Portland, Maine, or it would 
not have sent a solid contingent lo sup- 
port the Government, and especially 
would not have turned down Mr. Bor- 
den in Halifax.

"This exhibit served as a foretaste 
of the first show of colonial grown fruits 
ami of jams and preserved fruits from 
all parts of the world, which will take 
place on December lo 1 and 1-1, and will 
form .a lilting climax to a most suc- 
cessful series of shows held during the 
society's centennial year."

A knotty point in respect to procedure 
in the conduct of civic ninths is likely to 
be brought to the uttentiou of t'he city 
council at a very early date. In the 
act defining the powers nnd functions 
of the board of aldermen is n clause 
which specifically states that the mem- 
bers composing that body shall assem- 
ble in the council chamber at t'he city 
hall each Monday evening at the hour of 
eight o'clock, if a quorum be not pres- 
ent at that hour they shall wait until 
8:15 o'clock, when, if n quorum be not 
then present the city c.'eris shall, in the 
absence of the mayor or other presiding 
officer, declare the meeting adjourned. 

This clause has for years past been 
more honored in the breach than the 
observance, the aldermen meeting down- 
stairs in the committee room at the city 
hall and not assembling in regular fash- 
ion in the council chamber until .v.,o 
o'clock. 

That such council meetings ore illega 
in the strict letter of the law is en- 
vious from the reading of' the clause 
above quoted; but whether council bus.'- 
nes thus irregularly transacted could in 
a courl uf law be found to he null and 
void is a moot point. 

It is not improbable, however, that a 
test may be made oil this iat resting 
point at an early date. Renders of I lie 
Colonist are familiar with the fact that 
one particular piece of i -i. . gislution 
gave great annoyance to certain rate- 
payers— the Birdcage Walk Expropria- 
tion and Extension By-law, and it is in 
this meet ion that Interesting devel- 
opments are promised along the lines in- 
dicated above. 

Miss Agnes Deans ( 'aniemii, respre- 
senting certain property 'holders in 
Jaines hay, has headed the movement in 
that locality opposing the passage of 
the Birdcage Walk Extension By-law. 
Miss Cameron was present at last Mon- 
day evening's meeting of the council 
and taking her seat in the chamber be- 
fore tho aldermen camu upstairs from 
the committee room, she asked the re- 
porters to note the time at which t lie 
mayor took his seat and called the meet- 
ing to order. This the reporters did in 
notices of the meeting which appeared 
in the press next day. From certain re- 
marks which Miss Cameron dropped at 
the time, it was assumed that it was 
intended to gel a legal opinion respect- 
ing the procedure which the council 
was observing in not sitting until a later 
hoar than that specified in the act. 

Should such action be taken nnd the 
court appealed to insist that the clause 
mentioned was one which the aldermen I 
should have observed, a civic muddle 
will he engendered, the end of Which no 
one can see. A judgment along the lines 
indicated would he tantamount to n dec- 
laration that nil civic business for many 
months past has been irregularly trans' 
acted; and this would open up' a field 
for legal perplexities absolutely limit-

AFTERMATH OF THE 
GREAT ELECTION 

Local Opinion Is That Liberal 
Majority Is Somewhat 
Unwelldy. 



Almost the sole topic of conversation 
on tho streets uf Victoria yesterday was 
the extraordinary victory of the Liberal 
party in the federal general elections 
on Thursday. General opinion, express- 
ed by men on both sides of politics, was 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier's majority was 
too large, staunch Liberals expressing 
regret at this circumstance. Fear is ex- 
pressed that, because of the small nu- 
merical status oi the opposition, there 
will not be that critical examination of 
legislation Which ought to be brought 
to bear if the interests of the country 
are to be safeguarded in important pub- 
lic measures.

It will readily be understood that cnl 
(■illations of this kind arc affected by 
considerable sources of uncertainty; but 
when due allowances have been made 
for these it .seems impossible to admit 
that tills source of heat can keep up 
the supply for more than, say, 50,000,- 
000 years. Indeed, very high authority 
puts it lower than that. 

Fifty million years is a long time, 
judged by human standards, But there 
are strong reasons for regarding it as 
an Insullicient allowance. These are 
partly geological, partly zoological. 

The earth's surface Is composed, in 
tho main, of stratified rocks; that: is, of 
layers of consolidated mud, deposited 
one on top of the other, Those layers 
extend to an enormous thickness, ns 
we nro ablo to see when we examine 
eases where some of the lowest ones 
have been brought to the .surface by 
upheaval. We can form some idea of 
the gigantic period which the deposi- 
tion of these layers would take if we 
examine eases where the process is now 
in operation. The prevalent opinion is 
that 50,000.000 years is quite an in- 
siillleienl allowance of time. All but 
the very lowosl of the stratified rocks 
(and perhaps even the very lowest) 
contain fossils; thus it is certain that 
the earth's surface was fitted for the 
abode of animal life at the time they 
were deposited. In other words, ils 
temperature cannot have then been 
widely different from what it now is, 
and the sun must have been shining 
then with iiiucli the same brilliancy 
thai it does now, so that geological evi- 
dence seems to require a much older 
age for the sun's heal than it has been

waste products, leaves tuid cones, till 
they arrive ut maturity and die. By 
this titno there is from six inches to 
two foot of rotten wood on the ground, 
with those trees which died before 
reaching maturity. This represents HOO 
or UUO years of time. In the meantime, 
thero bus grown up, that will make 
timber, in addition to the vino maple 
and brush, a growth of hemlock and 
white lir. So fur tuore is no young 
growth of fir or cedar to speak of. if 
there is no fire yet, there will very 
likely bo ft wind on tho exposed places. 
The result of this is that when the sun 
KOts in there is it thick growth of hem- 
lock and White fir which, are inferior 
grades of timber and must be classed 
as woods by tho woodman who is in- 
terested chiefly in exploiting tho tim- 
ber. From this on you can look fox 
xio more fir or cedar, but the hemlock 
nnd white tlr will reproduce itself for 
another generation, or perhaps two, till 
there is from two foet to four feet of 
rotten wood on the ground or floor, 
which you call dull. Then the process 
appears to stop as far as timber is con- 
cerned. What growth comes up is scat- 
tering, shortbodied and unfit for lumber, 
although the conditions are ideal for 
holding tho rain as it fulls. 

Now comes "Lo the poor Indian 
whose untutored mind" knows nothing 
of forostry as taught In universities or 
as practiced in Europe, and sets fire 
to this mass of duff, or rotten wood. 
If lie gels a good burn nnd clears this 
all off to th" mineral soil, the next 
growth will be fir and cedar if there 
are enough living trees near by to fur- 
nish seed. If not, if thero ?s still a 
layer of humus on the ground, the next 
growth will be hemlock and white lir. 
Good of their kind, but not the best 
kind of timber tho soil can produce. 

Second — There are two problems, 
One is to conserve the moisture on I ho 
hills. If this is the chief object keep 
the lire out by nil moans. Let the 
brush an 1 debris from logging lie as 
it falls, and decay, if you log any, bill 
better not log at all, if the only ob- 
ject Is to keep Pile moisture buck us 
long as possible, for the more rotten 
wood or duff there is on the ground the 
more water it will hold. 

Also keep stock off, for sheep nnd 
goast. and to n certain extent entile, 
will clear off the brush ami pack the 
soil. If the question is to preserve the 
timber supply, nnd upon this depends 
the prosperity of most of Western 
Washington nnd Oregon, either leave 
some of the fir and cednr while logging 
for seed, or make arrangements for seed- 
ing anew, but burn the logging works. 
Then reborn, and keep it up until the 
last vestige of wood or duff is gone and 
the whole mineral soil is exposed over 
the whole tract. 

Fire will kill the hemlock and white 
fir quicker than it will the Dr. Con 
scquently your next growth will likely 
I a fir, for that is all that will be left 
to furnish seed. Ilnl if yon want to 
raise lir. remember that all else is weeds, 
ami fir is the best and quickest growth 
we can get. 

Bui when the ground is once burnt 
sleau and seeded to lir, then keep the 
fire out, for until it is thirty or forty- 
years old ii is very tender, the bark 
is thin and thero will be lots of small 
trees crowded out which will die if the 
stand is thick enough to make good 
timber, nnd this will burn hard enough 
lo kill what is left.
